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New  to  the  Department  of  Biology  this 

year  are  a  laboratory  assistant  and  a  course 

in  marine  biology.   Mrs.   Emillia  Ward, 

laboratory  assistant,   teaches  some  general 

biology  laboratories  and  assists  in  other 

departmental  activities.  The  introductory 

marine  biology  course  includes  several 

field  trips  to  nearby  coastal  areas. 


BIOLOGY 


Student  interest  in  business  majors  continues  to  increase 
at  Francis  Marion  College.   At  Third  Commencement  in 
May,   35  degrees  in  Business  Administration  and  Econom- 
ics were  conferred  on  the  Class  of  '74. 

The  Department  of  Business  Administration  offers  com- 
prehensive studies  in  the  areas  of  accounting,   economics, 
management,   marketing,    and  business  law  and  policy. 

Three  majors  are  offered  by  the  Department:  Business 
Administration,    Economics,    and  Administrative  Techno- 
logy    (which  is  administered  jointly  with  Florence-Darl- 
ington TEC). 

In  addition  to  its  regular  courses,   the  Department  sponsors 
special  seminars   and  lectures  on  current  business  topics 
for  its  students  and  the  benefit  of  businessmen  in  the  com- 
munity.   The  Department  believes  that  better  educated 
businessmen  can  provide  a  healthier,    more  productive 
economy  at  local,    state  and  national  levels. 


ECONOMICS  DEPT 
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The  Department  of  Chemistry^  and  Physics 
offers  professional  training  in  chemistiy  and 
courses  in  chemistry,   physics,    and  physical 
science  to  accompany  a  broad  general  ed- 
ucation.  The  faculty,   staff  and  facilities 
are  all  geared  to  give  each  student  the 
opportunity  to  develop  his  or  her  scientific 
knowledge  and  ability  to  the  fullest  extent. 

In  the  pursuit  of  these  goals  the  Department 
of  Chemistry  and  Physics  had  a  very  active 
year.   Enrollments  continued  to  grow  re- 
sulting in  new  sections  of  established 
courses.   In  response  to  student  needs,    new 
courses  in  Biochemistry,   Mechanics,    and 
Electrodynamics  were  added.    Several 
major  equipment  additions  were  made  to 
the  Department's  already  excellent  array 
of  instruments.  Among  the  items  added 
were  a  scanning  fluorometer,    an  optical 
holography  system  and  a  high-frequency 
dual- trace  oscilloscope. 


CHEMISTRY 


The  Education  Department  offers  the  student  interested  in 
teaching  a  wide  choice  of  professional  training  oppor- 
tunities. 

Programs  are  available  that  will  prepare  students  to  teach 
from  kindergarten  to  high  school. 

Beginning  with  the  first  education  course,  History  and 
Philosophy  of  Education,   the  student  is  given  a  chance  to 
work  with  children.    Students  taking  this  course  are  placed 
in  a  suitable  public  school  for  four  hours  a  week  for  the 
entire  semester.   This  experience  not  only  makes  on- 
campus  classwork  more  meaningful  but  also  aids  the  stu- 
dent in  deciding  whether  or  not  to  select  education  as  a 
career. 


DEPARTMENT 
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During  the  1973-74  academic  year,    the 
Department  of  English,    while  strengthen- 
ing its  programs  on  campus,   began  a  series 
of  cooperative  ventures  with  local  high 
schools.   Perhaps  the  most  popular  of  these 
efforts  was  the  English  Department  Film 
Series, which     during  the  Spring  Semester, 
presented  MACBETH,   TO  KILL  A  MOCK- 
INGBIRD,   and  THE  RED  BADGE  OF 
COURAGE.  More  than  1200  people  came 
to  the  films  (including  more  than  600  high 
school  students).  The  department  also 
inaugurated  a  mini-lecture  bureau  where- 
by members  of  the  department  would  go 
into  the  high  schools  to  discuss  literature 
with  the  students.   In  April,    a  Composition 
Workshop  for  high  school  teachers  was 
held  with  Jamies  M.    McGrimmon,    author 
of  WRITING  WITH  A  PURPOSE,   as  guest 
speaker.   The  department  plans  to  continue 
the  film  series  for  the  next  academic  year. 
In  addition,    the  department  has  broadened 
its  on-campus  programs  by  insitituting  a 
course  in  Black  Literature  which  will  be  a 
part  of  the  sophomore  literature  program. 


The  Fine  Arts  Department  consists  of  Art,   Music,   Speech, 
and  Theatre.    In  addition  to  course  offerings  such  as 
Introduction  to  Music,  Drawing,   Painting,   and  Acting, 
the  department  sponsors  guest  recitals,   faculty  recitals, 
chorus  concerts,   plays,    and  very  limited  art  exhibitions. 
As  more  facilities  become  available,   the  department 
hopes  to  broaden  its  activities  in  several  ways.    For 
example,    a  wind  ensemble  will  begin  in  the  fall,   more 
play  productions  are  in  the  offing  and  art  shows  will  be 
expanded  as  soon  as  suitable  space  is  found. 

All  in  all,  the  Fine  Arts  Department  provides  courses 
leading  to  the  minor  in  art  (a  major  is  available  through 
the  cooperative  fourth  year  program  with  the  University 
of  South  Carolina),    a  collateral  in  art  or  music  and  many 
services  for  the  school  and  the  community. 


DEPARTMENT 
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Chairman  Hans  Lischka  taught  only  one 
class  in  order  to  be  able  to  carry  out  a 
special  study  of  educational  technology  in 
•the  United  States.   The  results  of  his  re- 
search will  be  used  in  planning  a  media 
center  at  FMC. 

JohnBritton  continued  his  scholarly  activ- 
ities with  publication  of  "Urban  Educa- 
tion and  Social  Change  in  the  Mexican 
Revolution,    1931-1940"  in  the  JOURNAL 
OF  LATIN  AMERICAN  STUDIES;  with  a 
research  project  centered  on  the  career  of 
Carleton  Seals;  and  by  attending  the  South- 
eastern Conference  on  Latin  American 
Studies  Convention  in  Atlanta. 

Theodore  W.   Cart  managed  to  build  a  new 
home  in  the  country;  publish  "The  Lacey 
Act:  America's  First  Nationwide  Statute" 
in  FOREST  HISTORY;  make  the  civic  club 
circuit  with  his  well-received  "Watergate 
Talk";  continue  his  researches  into  the  his- 
tory of  conservation  in  the  United  States; 
and  serve  as  lecture  series  chairman. 

Pres.   Crews  not  only  continued  to  offer 

students  insight  into  English  and  European 

history,   but  also  passed  written  and  oral 

examinations  at  the  University  of  South 

Carolina. 
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HISTORY 


To  make  the  abstract  concrete  and  to  make  the  concrete 
abstract  is  the  aim  of  the  Mathematics  Department. 

To  this  end  the  department  offers  a  variety  of  courses-- 
many  to  aid  students  concentrating  in  other  disciplines 
to  master  concepts  necessary  in  those  fields.    Students 
majoring  in  Chemistry,  Biology,   Psychology,   Engineer- 
ing Technology,  Economics,  Business  Administration, 
Statistics,    Sociology  and  Policital  Science  find 
mathematics  courses  at  FMC  very  rewarding. 

The  "pure"  mathematics  courses  employ  students'  logic 
and  reasoning  abilities  to  recreate  and  structure  the 
mathematical  concepts  developed  over  the  ages.   An 
appreciation  of  the  elegance  and  beauty  of  mathematics 
is  thus  a  rewarding  by-product  of  study  in  this  area  in 
which  many  FMC  students  find  real  opportunity  for  suc- 
cess upon  graduation. 


DEPARTMENT 
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The  Modern  Language  Department  offers 
students  a  major  in  French  and  in  Spanish, 
and  is  preparing  a  collateral  in  German. 
Two  new  teachers,   Miss  Marie  Hayes,    MA 
in  French  from  UNC  -  Chapel  Hill,    and 
Mr.   Tom  Vinson,   MA  Yale  University, 
have  added  quality  to  our  program  this 
year.   Drs.  Albarran,    Crow  and  James  con- 
tinue with  us. 

We  propose  to  introduce  the  student  not 

only  to  the  language  but  also  to  some  of 

the  customs  and  culture  of  the  land  where 

the  foreign  language  is  spoken.  Knowledge 

of  a  foreign  language  is  a  matter  not  only 

of  personal  satisfaction  but  of  much  assistance 

in  obtaining  many  jobs  in  industry,    in  the 

government,    and  in  the  teaching  profession. 


MODERN 


Political  science  is  the  systematic  study  of  political  life. 
Political  scientists  study  government,   political  parties 
pressure  groups,   international  relations,   and  public 
administration.    All  of  these  are  activities  of  individuals 
and  groups,   and  involve  basic  human  relationships. 
Political  science  deals  with  such  fundamental  values  as 
equality,   freedom,   justice,    and  power. 

Political  science  is  closely  related  to  history,   law,  phil- 
osophy,  and  sociology. 

The  field  of  policital  science  is  growing  rapidly.    Many 
research  specialists  and  teachers  choose  careers  in 
political  science.    They  often  participate  in  government 
programs  as  advisors.   They  also  act  as  consultants  to 
legislators  or  other  public  officials. 


SCIENCE  DEPT. 
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Psychology  is  the  science  that  studies  why 
human  beings  and  animals  behave  as  they  do. 
Psychologists  are  interested  in  understanding 
the  whole  range  of  human  experience,    in- 
cluding the  reasons  for  people's  motives, 
thoughts,   feelings,    and  emotions.   These 
problems  have  puzzled  man  for  centuries. 
But  the  scientific  study  of  such  problems 
began  only  in  the  mid-1800's. 

Most  psychologists  have  a  Ph.D.   or  M.A  . 
degree,   rather  than  medical- school 

training. 


PSYCHOLOGY 


The  Sociology  Department  at  Francis  Marion  College  is 
designed  to  serve  several  purposes.    The  first  is  that  of 
understanding  patterns  of  interaction  among  persons.    In 
this  sense,   sociology  is  essential  to  our  lives  regardless 
of  the  career  we  choose.    The  second  purpose  is  that  of 
preparing  one  for  a  variety  of  pursuits  following  gradua- 
tion, to  include  graduate  study  which  is  a  stepping  stone 
to  involvement  in  the  profession  of  sociology.   Another 
is  preparation  for  one  of  the  careers  in  social  service, 
such  as  social  work  or  some  other  help-related  profession. 

The  department  has  been  in  existence  for  two  years,   but 
already  has  graduated  a  number  of  students  who  have  gone 
on  to  graduate  schools.    At  the  present  time  there  are 
between  70  and  80  students  who  have  declared  sociology 
as  their  major.
